Background:

Washington's Administrative Procedure Act (Act) establishes procedures under which state
agencies adopt rules and conduct adjudicative proceedings. The Act also sets out procedures for
judicial and legidative review.

The Act contains requirements for agency rulemaking. These requirements include:

*  Thedate the agency adopted the rule;

e A concise statement of the purpose of the rule;

A referenceto al rulesrepealed, amended, or suspended by therule;

» A referenceto the specific statutory or other authority authorizing adoption of the rule;

* Any findings required by any provision of law as a precondition to adoption or effectiveness
of therule; and

*  Theeffective date of theruleif other than that specified in another statute.

A significant legidative rule is defined in the Act as arule that is not procedural or interpretive
and isarulethat:

*  Adopts substantive provisions of law pursuant to delegated |egidlative authority, the violation
of which subjects aviolator of such rule to a penalty or sanction;
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»  Establishes, alters, or revokes any qualification or standard for the issuance, suspension, or
revocation of alicense or permit; or
*  Adopts anew, or makes significant amendments to, a policy or regulatory program.

The Governor must sign significant legidlative rules adopted by agencies under the Governor's
authority.
